But Work Is Being Supervised 
by Taft—Proposition Willi 
Cause Fight, and Congress 
Will Be in Session Till Long 
Past August 1, It Is Confi- 
dently Predicted. 


Washington, June 2!.—President Taft 
will personally supervise putting the 
finishing touches upon the proposed 
amendment to the tariff bill providing 
for the imposition of a 2 per cent tax 
upon the net earnings of corporations. 
This will be done tomorrow night at a 
conference at the white house. 

There will be present Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham and Senator 
who are drafting the 
Secretary of State Knox and the re- 
publican membership of the senate 
finance committee. 

It is expected the perfected amend- 
ment wil} be ready for introduction 4n 
the senate on Thursday. 

The attorney general and Mr. 
had a long session at the capitol to- 
day, and reached an agreement on 
practically every feature of the cor- 
poration tax plan. 

Government Co®trol of Corporations. 

The portion which is giving them the 
greatest trouble relates to the gov- 
ernment control of corporations neces- 
sary to carry the law into successful 
operation. There has been no little ob- 
jection to the subject of corporations 
to the amount of publicity that will be 
required for the enforcement of the law 
and to prevent manipulations of stocks 
and bonds for the purposes of evasion. 

Members of the finance committee, as 
well ag Mr. Root and Mr. Wickersham, 
agree with President Taft that such 
publicity must be given, and that With- 
out it the corporations tax law would 
be a failure. This feature, it was said 
today, certainly will be incorporated 
in the amendment. Among the details 
of the bill determined on are that the 
jax to be levied will be at the rate of 
2 per cent, and that it will collect 
from all corporations. All banks will 
come within the range of the tax, but 
deductions will be allowed national 
banks to the amount of taxes paid upon 
their circulation. 

Definition of Net Earnings. 

An important provision to be in- 
cluded in the bill ts a definition of net 
earnings. This will follow as nearly 
as possible the definition of earnings 
centained in the inrerstate commerce 
act, relating to railroad corporations. 

President Taft is decidedly optimistic 
over the outlook for the corporation 
tax, but a number of tne senators who 
called at the White House declared 
that the proposition would keep the 
senate in session until long past Au- 
gust 1, 

Senator Elkins was one of the presi- 
dent's callers, and he declared that he 
and a number of other senators would 
have some remarks to make in the 
senate when the new scheme of taxa- 
tion is under consideration? 

The West Virginia senator believes 
that all corporations would attempt in 
some manner to avotd payments of 
the tax. Additional salaries and man- 
ner of expenditures would be resorted 
to, he thinks. 

President Taft, on the other hand, 
does not believe that a 2 per cent tax 
on net earnings is heavy enough to 
make any of the large corporations re- 
sort to evasive measures. 

As to Bonds. 

As to bonds, it is possible, the presi- 
dent feels, to provide a limit for the 
issuance of such securities, based upon 
the capital stock, that will prevent cor- 
porations from transferring all their 
securities ingo bonds, the interest on 
which is always paid from gross earn- 
ings. There seems to be no way in 
which the bondholders can be reach- 
ed under the new tax, except by dou- 
ble taxation on the corporation itself, 
which is not contemplated. Some pro- 
visions may be made as to the issuance 
of bonds in the future to provide that 
the ‘interest shall be paid only from 
net earnings. 

There seems now to be little doubt 
but that the corporation tax, as passed 


will exempt net earnings of $5,000 and } 


less, sO as to take any undué burdens 
off the smaller corporations. This is 
the understanding at the White House, 
and apparentiy is the plan of the sen- 
ate leaders.

Devlin has been 
condemned, also, for failure to secure 
the conviction of Snell on a charge of 
perjury. 

Sealed Packages Opened. 

Some of the members of the judiciarv 
committee went to the departmént of 
justice, and Attorney General Wicker- 
sham opened the gealed packages and 
permitted the senators to examine a 
report made by W. R. Harr, formerly 
a special government attorney in land 
fraud cases, which stated that the 
Perrin case should be nolle prossed.

“We, the jury, find the defendant 
gulltv’ was the verdict yesterday 
afternoon fn the case of George Burge, 
the truck farmer, who accused 
cof killing his wife, Mrs. Lovey Burge, 
with a knife after breaking into her 
house. 

The jury was charged by Judge Gil- 
bert at 4:05 o'clock and at 4.35 o'clock 
they returned with the verdict. Judge 
Gilbert will sentence the prisoner this 
morning and an appeal of the case will 
be taken by Burge’s.Jawyer, Clinton 
Thompson. 

The case started yesterday morning 
in the criminal division of the su- 
perior court, Judge Gilbert, of Colum- 
bus presiding in the absence of Judge 
Roan, who is on his vacation. 

The testimony in the case consumed 
the entire morning session, but when 
court adjourned at 12:30 o'clock the 
evidence had all been turned in. When 
court resumed at 1:30 o'clock the law- 
yers on the respective sides, Attorney 
Clinton Thompson, for the defendant, 
and Solicitor General Charles PD. Hill, 
assisted by Attorney William M. 
Smith, for the state, commenced their 
erguments and they were completed at 
shortly befcre 4 o'clock, the judge 
charging the jury directly at the con- 
clusion of the last speech. 

The crime of which George Burge 
was put on trial was committed on 
the 17th day of May at the house of 
his wife on Chattahoochee avenue op- 
posite the. Seaboard shops. 

According to the story told by the 
witnesses, Burge became infuriated 
over the difficulties between his wife 
and himself and broke into the back 
pantry window. at 1 o'clock in the 
morning, attacked her while she was 
in bed asleep and cut her throat with 
some sharp instrument, either a knife 
or a razor. 

Burge also cut his step-son, Frank 
Britton, following which he fled from 
the house, but stopping to kiss his lit- 
tle 1-year-old son, Leonard Burge, be- 
fore doing so. He was on the bed 
asleep alongside of his mother. 

Burge was arrested at daybreak at 
the home of his cousin, George Mc- 
Cravy, about a half a mile distant 
from the scene of the tragedy and he 
has been confined in the Tower evér 
since. 

To show the brutality of the crime, 
the night gown that Mrs. Burge wore 
that night, matted with blood, was 
exhibited in court as evidence, and: it 
was a gruesome sight to behold and 
impressed every one present. 

Burge made his statement. He de- 
nied that he killed his wife and at- 
tempted to prove an alibi by claiming 
that he was at the home of his cousin, 
George McCravy, a half a mile dis- 
tant. He said that the testimony of 
his step-children was inspired by mal- 
ice and that Lieutenant Dunbar had 
something against him and put the 
children up to it.

“What did you observe she would 
drink at lunch time?’ was a question 
asked by Mrs. Gould’s counsel. 

Never Saw Mrs. Gould Drunk. 

“Mrs. Gould would usually drink a 
cocktail before lunch, but the extent of 
her drinking was not noticeable to me 
on account of her conduct,” the wit- 
ness replied. She never saw Mrs. 
Gould drunk in the evening, and never 
saw her boisterous, and never heard 
her swear or use improper language. 
The witness was with Mrs. Gould in 
Chicago in 1907, and noticed nothing 
improper in her conduct. Mrs. Bank- 
head said her daughter, Katherine, 
who was born August 21, 1905, was 
named after Mrs. Gould. The deponent 
said Mrs. Gould was “dignified,  re- 
fined and gentle, and always conduct- 
ed herself in a manner above re- 
proach.” 

Lieutenant Bankhead’s Evidence. 

Mr. Shearn read the deposition of 
Lieutenant Bankhead. The witness 
said that he was the son of Senator 
Bankhead, of Alabama, and had enter- 
ed the army in 1898.

SLAYER UF GIRL 
STILL AT LARGE 


Police Can’t Find Chink 
| Who Killed Elsie Sigel. 


Letters Found Show That the 
Girl ‘Was Carrying on In- 
trigue With Two Chmamen, 
and This Was Undoubtedly 
Cause of Her Being Killed. 


New York, June 21.—After a bit of 
police flurry today, an hour or two of 
unverified reports and telephoning be- 
tween cities, the murder of Elsie Sigel.

solved itself into an unsolved crime 
again tonight. 

Chung Sin, who formerly occupied a 
room adjoining that in which the girl's 
body was found, is held by the police 
at the little up-state village of Amster- 
dam, N. Y., but what has been learned 
from him has served to clear the case 
but little. At Schenectady, the China- 
man arrested today, at first thought 
to be Leon Ling, or William H. Leon.

fending Celestial who formerly worked 
in a restaurant in New York, and 
whose arrest was brought about mere- 
ly through a striking resemblance to 
Leon Ling.

Friends of B. H. Turner, a well- 
known Central of Georgia conductor, 
who lives at Jonesboro, are fearful 
that a story appearing in Sunday's 
Constitution may cause some to be- 
lieve that Mr. Turner is the party 
mentioned. The man referred to in 
the story is one who is said to have 
eloped with Mrs. Nora Estes, a mar- 
ried woman of Connally, Ga. This man 
is said to be J. M. Turner, and the 
similarity of the two names caused 
B. H. Turner’s friends concern. 

The Constitution’s story also con- 
tained the statement that Estes, hus- 
band of the eloping woman, stated 
that he understood the Turner who 
ran off with his wife was a railroad 
man from JonesBoro. He stated\ how- 
ever, that the man was not known to 
him personally. ; 

B. H. Turner's friends fear that 
these statements may misiead some 
who are not familiar with the facts 
and so wish it made plain that the 
party mentioned in the story is not 
the Jonesboro conductor. In speaking 
of the matter yesterday, J. H. Saye, 
of this city, said that he is a boarder 
with Mrs. kL. G. Welch on Walton 
street, where Mrs. Estes and the man 
giving his name as Turner are said 
to have stopped for a few days. He 
has known B, H. Turner for the past 
fifteen vears, and as he saw the man 
with Mrs. Estes, he knows that it was 
not the Jonesboro Turner. 

Mrs. Welch, herself, states that she 
has known Mr. Turner for some time 
and that he in no way  resembies 
the man who stopped at ber house with 
a woman now said to be other than 
his wife. She says that she is comnti- 
dent that this man was mot even a 
railroad man, as he claimed.

STOCKS WAS FUTILE | 


Day of Listlessness and Dull- | 
ness on the Exchange—A 
Break Toward Close. : 


New York, June 2!.—It took~ several 
hours of waiting tactics, on the part of 
professional operators amongst the 
Operations in stocks, to demonstrate 
today their satisfaction that the sharp 
fall in prices last week had not at- 
tracted demand sufficfent to form a 
basis for a renewed upturn in prices. 
The smash which followed was more 
severe than on last Thursday. Selling 
was almost as constrained during the 
early part of the day as was buying 
with the result of dullness and listless- 
mess such as have not been seen for 
weeks in the trading. Attempts were 
erceptible in one or two quarters to 
Maugurate a rise in prices, but the 
handful of stocks selected were almost 
alone in the movement which was 
feeble and ineffective. Heavy individ- 
ual gelling orders then apeared first 
in one stock then in another. The 
scource of this liquidation was such as 
to suggest the closing out of some ac- 
counts that have figured conspicuously 
in the prolonged campaign for the 
rise and this suggestion made a strong 
sentimental effect on the tone of specu- 
lation and encouraged the professional 
bear element to renew their aggres- 
sive operations by short selling and 
Offering down of prices. The bears 
still found effective material for in- 
fluencing sentiment in the fears of bad 
effects to follow the failure to secure 
admission for the United Stateg Steel 
stocks to the Paris Bourse. The direct 
opposition between the reports said to 
be received by the private bankers 
regarding the standing of the plan 
and the assertions of tne banking in- 
terests concerned did not prevent the 
reports of the failure of the project 
from hurting values. Selling of United 
States Steel also carried the impression 
if Nquidation of some important in- 
dividual accounts.
